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Boston bombing 
suspect pleads not 
guilty 


BOSTON (AFP) - Dzhokhar 
Tsamaev, the teenager ac¬ 
cused of carrying out the 
Boston bombings, on 
Wednesday pleaded not 
guilty to all charges in US 
federal court, nearly three 
months after the deadly April 
attacks. 

"Not guilty,* the 19-year- 
□ld Tsamaev -- m handcuffs, 
shackles and wearing an or¬ 
ange jumpsuit --said repeat¬ 
edly as the 30 counts were 
read out at the arraignment in 
Boston, which lasted seven 
minutes. 

Seventeen of those counts 
are punishable by the death 
penalty di life imprisonment. 

Security was tight at the 
courthouse for the hearing, 
which marked the first time 
Tsamaev -- an ethnic 
Chechen Muslim and natural¬ 
ized US citizen -- had been 
seen m public since his cap¬ 
ture. 

The shaggy-haired teen, 
who was seriously wounded 
as he tried to evade capture in 
tire days after the attacks, still 


sp orted a cast on Ins left arm 
" I just want to know why," 
said Liz Norden, whose two 
sons aged 32 and 33 each lost 
a leg m the attacks. 

"I just don't understand 
how you can live in this 
country' and feel that way “ 
The attacks, which left 
three people dead and more 
than 2GO wounded, stunned 
America with scenes of car¬ 
nage and chaos at one of the 
c o untry 1 s p remi er sp o rtin g 
events. 

The pressure cooker de¬ 
vices were p a eked with metal 
fragments to cause maximum 
damage, and several people 
lost one or more limbs. 

Tsamaev, who had lived in 
the Boston area for a decade, 
had seemed well integrated 
into American life. 

He is accused of plotting 
and carrying out the attacks 
with bs 2d-year-old brother 
Tamerlan, who died in a 
shootout with police as the 
pair tried to escape the 
Boston area several days 
later

street areas

Accord¬ 
ing to reports there are 5D 
dossiers at the Rib lie Prose¬ 
cutor ready Id be presented in 
Court so that these persons 
can be officially put into 
ward of the state These per¬ 
sons are tire most problematic 
ones roaming the streets As 
soon as the legal issue is fi¬ 
nalized we ’will see a change 
in the situation. 

The Minister is convinced 
that soon tins problem will be 
re s olve d H e emp h asiz ed that 
the community must also be 
involved in order to bring 
about a durable solution 
With this he means that the 
people in the barrios need Id 
adopt and protect public areas 
as if they were their own 
property. 

Making good use of public 
areas will prevent addicts 
from trafficking m those 
areas, which is a proven strat¬ 
egy in many places.

paign trail. 

The slim line Obama was 
asked by a guest at a "Kids State 
Dinner" event at the White 
House to name his favorite 
food, and nominated the pride 
of die cabbage family. vAuch re¬ 
putedly boasts more nutrients 
than any other vegetable. 

The president with Ins wife 
dose by, stayed faithful to the 
Frist Lady's "Let's Move" cam¬ 
paign, which is designed to cut 
childhood obesity and tout the 
benefits of a healthy lifelong 
diet and ex era se 

Obama also reopened a 
long bubbling Washington de¬ 
bate, about the benefits, or oth¬ 
erwise, of broccoli. 

Former president George 
H W. Bush hated broccoli so 
much that he reputedly banned 
it from Air Force One, wield¬ 
ing die power of the presi¬ 
dency in a blow to healthy

Healthwise, US falls behind 
other wealthy nations 


BEIJING (AFP) - The Chinese 
Red Cross demands money 
from hospitals to help arrange 
organ donations, media re¬ 
ported. 

The fee charged by tire state- 
nin body varied by location 
and went mostly to pay donors' 
medical costs, a Red Cross So¬ 
ciety of China official told the 
Beijmg News. 

It cited a hospital employee 
m the southern city of 
Guangzhou as saying the aver¬ 
age donation for obtaining an 
organ was 100, DOG 

yuan($ 16,000). 

Ethical considerations are a 
key issue in many transplant 
programmes around the world, 
and under Chinese law it is il¬ 
legal to trade m organs or to re¬ 
ceive money for donations. 

Demand for transplants in 
the country is high with avast 
and ageing population But 


supply is low because many 
Chinese believe they will be 
reincarnated after death and so 
feel the need to keep a com¬ 
plete body. 

Only one in 30 patients reg¬ 
istered for an organ transplants 
receives one each year, the 
Global Tunes said, citing the 
National Health and Family 
Planning Commission. 

Ths shortfall opens the way 
to forced donations and illegal 
sales, while China still collects 
organs from executed prison¬ 
ers, although it has repeatedly 
said it will stop doing so. 

A new system in 2010 
aimed to make transplants 
fairer and more open, but a 
year later it was used in only a 
third of operations, tire China 
Daily reported last month

slid from 20th to 27th in the 
world 

Americans are also living 
with more health problems, 
ranging from chronic back 
pain to depression, said the 
study in the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion. 

Disease and disability ac¬ 
count for nearly half the health 
burden in the United States, 
and poor diet, smoking, high 

Smoking bans, 
tax could save 9 
million Indians: 
study 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Banning smoking in the 
workplace and levying a 
tobacco tax could prevent 
mere than nine million 
deaths from cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease in India over 
the next decade, accord¬ 
ing to a US study. 

In India, smoking is 
blamed for the deaths of 
one In five men, and one 
in three people report 
being exposed to smoking 
in the workplace. Deaths 
from cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease linked to tobacco 
use there are projected to 
climb 12 percent over the 
next decade. 

The study compared 
five different tobacco con¬ 
trol measures: smoke-free 
legislation, tobacco taxa¬ 
tion, provision of brief 
cessation advice by 
health care providers, 
mass media campaigns, 
and advertising bans. 

Strokes and heart at¬ 
tacks are on the rise in 
low- and middle-income 
countries due in part to to¬ 
bacco. In India, consump¬ 
tion takes several forms: 
smoking cigarettes, 
smoking small, hand- 
rolled cigarettes called 
bidts T chewing tobacco 
and second-hand smoke. 


bio a d pressure and physical in¬ 
activity are leading risk fac¬ 
tors, it said. 

The United States spends 
twice as much as France on its 
average health care per p ersen 
-- nearly $S,0D0 psr capita in 
2009, for 17.4 percent of US 
GDP -- according to the Or¬ 
ganization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development. 

But France ranks much 
higher than the United States 
for life expectancy — ninth m 
tire world with an average age 
for both sexes combined of 
SO.9. 

"The country has done a 
go od j ob of preventing prema¬ 
ture deaths from stroke, but 
when it comes to lung cancer, 
preterm birth complications, 
and a range of other causes, the 
country isn't keeping pace with 
high-income countries m Eu¬ 
rope, Asia, and elsewhere,' 
said Christopher Murray, di¬ 
rector of the Institute for 
Health Metrics and Evaluation 
(IHME) and one of the lead 
authors on the study 


A separate study by IHME, 
an independent research or¬ 
ganization at the University of 
Washington, in the journal 
Population Health Metrics, 
found that Americans are exer¬ 
cising more than they did at the 
stall, of die century but obesity 
is still using. 

"As physical activity in¬ 
creased between 2001 and 
2009, so did the percentage of 
the population considered 
obese," the group said in a 
statement. 

Among US men, obesity 
prevalence was 2b. 1 p ercent in 
20 Dl and 32.S percent in 2009, 
a nse of 6.7 percentage points 

For US women, obesity 
prevalence was 2S.7 percent in 
2001 and 35 1 percent in 2 009, 
a change of 6 4 percentage 
points. 

"It's quite disappointingdiat 
the US is falling behind m out¬ 
comes for diseases, such as 
cardiovascular disease, and es¬ 
pecially those diseases with 
preventable causes," 


Super diaper for monitoring 
baby’s Health??? 


--Accordingto the company, Pixie Scientific, a "smart" 
diaper could be within the reach for all parents. The com¬ 
pany states that this diaper can detect urinary tract in¬ 
fections, kidney dysfunction and dehydration. Not only 
does the diaper tell parents about the health status of 
their infants, an app can also be downloaded to help 
them with this process of diagnosing conditions. Ac¬ 
cording to The New York Times that reported on this new 
invention, the "smart 11 diaper works by inserting a patch 
in the front of the diaper. The patch was made with four 
small squares, each with a different color. The colors will 
react and change when they come into contact with spe¬ 
cific proteins, water, or bacteria. When colors change in 
a specific way, parents would be informed of a potential 
abnormal reaction. The app works by taking a photo¬ 
graph of the colors on the patch, which the app will read 
and give the parents a precise reading. Once the app is 
used, the information will be stored and kept, similarly 
to a medical history chart. Even though this diaper 
sounds tike a miracle, it sure does not come cheap. 
Yaroslav Faybishenko, the founder of Pixie Scientific, 
stated that this product would probably cost around 30 
percent more than the average diaper.

'Scent' test can detect bladder cancer: 
study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
British researchers said Mon¬ 
day they have devised a test 
that can detect bladder cancer 
from certain odors in the urine 

The technique was inspired 
by reports about, how dogs 
may be able to sniff out certain 
cancers, said researchers from 
the University of Liveipool 
and University of the West of 
England. 

If wider studies can confirm 
the test's effectiveness, the 
technique could offer a new 
way to test early for a cancer 
that is often costly to detect 
and treat. 

"It is thought that dogs can 
smell cancer, but tins is obvi¬ 
ously not a practical way for 
hospitals to diagnose the dis¬ 
ease," said Norman Ratcliffe, 
from the Institute of Biosensor 
Technology at UWE Bristol 

"Taking this principle, how¬ 


ever, we have developed a de¬ 
vice that can give us a pro hie 
of the odor in urine It reads 
tli e g as es th at chemi c els in the 
urine can give off when the 
sample is heated" 

About 72,000 new cases of' 
bladder cancer are diagnosed 
each year in the United States, 
and about 10,000 new cases 
are seen annually m Britain. 
Smoking is considered the 
leading risk factor 
"It is a disease that, if caught 
early, can be treated effec¬ 
tively, but unfortunately we da 
not have any early screening 
methods other than diagnosis 
through urine tests at the stage 
when it starts to become a 
problem," said Chris Proherf 
a professor at the University 
of Liverpool's Institute of 
Transi ati on al M e di cine 
The new device, called 
ODOREADER, contains a 


sensor that responds to chemi¬ 
cals in gas emitted from urine, 
sad the study in the US scien¬ 
tific j oumal PLo S ONE 

It analyses the gas and re¬ 
ports dii the chemicals con¬ 
tained in urme, which 
scientists can then read on a 
computer screen m order to di¬ 
agnose cancer o f the bladder 

"We looked at 9 S samples of 
urine to develop the device, 
and tested it an 24 patient, sam¬ 
ples known to have cancer and 
74 samples that have urologi¬ 
cal symptoms, but no cancer," 
sad Probert 

"Hie device correctly as¬ 
signed 100 percent of cancer 
patients." 

The next step is to exp aid 
trial s to a wider sample of p a- 
tients to determine whether it 
is effective or not for hospital 
use, the study sad. 



Apple found guilty in 
e-book conspiracy 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - A 
US judge ruled Wednesday that 
Apple violated antitrust law in 
a puce-fixing case, saying the 
company “conspired to restrain 
trade" with publishers to boost, 
the price o f e-ba oks. 

hi a sweeping ruling, US 
District Judge Denise Cote, 
who presided over a bench trial 
in New York, said m her opin¬ 
ion that "Apple ts liable here 
for facilitating and encouraging 
the (publishers') collective, il¬ 
legal restraint of trade" 

She ordered a new hearing to 
determine damages. 

Cate rejected all the argu¬ 
ments from Apple, which 
claimed its entry hied the e- 
book market.promoted compe¬ 
tition. The judge also 
determined that comments 
from late chief executive Steve 
Jabs proved the government's 
allegations of a conspiracy. 

The trial focused on a ax- 
week period in late 2009 and 
early 2010 during winch Apple 
negotiated contracts with pub¬ 
lishers ahead a fits iPad launch 
and proposed a new and more 
profitable business model. 

Publishers at the time were 


unhappy with Amazon's prac¬ 
tice of charging $9 99 for best¬ 
sellers but were unable to 
effect change until Apple 
helped organize the group, 
Cote said. 

Each of the five publishers 
originally named in the US 
government's civil lawsuit set¬ 
tled the case, leaving Apple to 
stand trial alone. 

Apple's chi ef executive Tim 
Cook had said ahead of the 
trial tli at the California firm 
would not settle, claming it 
had done nothing wrong but 
was merely pursuing normal 
business practices 
Apple said it would appeal 
the ruling 

The Justice Department 
meanwhile haded the ruling 
Amazon held "wholesale" 
contracts with publishers in 
which it set prices. Apple's 
contracts shifted to an 
"agency" model where pub¬ 
lishers set the price in ex¬ 
change for a 3D percent 
commission to Apple 
As Apple was finalizing the 
new model with publishers, 
several publishers successfully 
pressured Amazon to accept 
the agency model and higher 
prices, threatening to withhold 
books from Amazon unless is 
made the shift 

Much of' the testimony dur¬ 
ing trial centered on whether 
Apple had orchestrated the in¬ 
dustry's efforts to get out of the

level 

Brent North Sea crude for 
August rallied to $ 10S.<59 a 
barrel — reaching a high last 
seen in April 2013 -- before 
pulling hack to $108.11, up 30 
cents from Tuesday. 

The US government's En¬ 
ergy Information Administra¬ 
tion (El A) revealed that 
American oil stockpiles tum¬ 
bled by 9 9 million barrels in 
the week to July 5. 

Tliat signalled a major 
pickup m energy demand and 
was more than triple market 
expectations for a 2.9-million- 
barrel drop, according to ana¬ 
lysts polled by Dow Jones 
News wire s 


New York's light sweet 
crude had already scaled 14- 
month highs Tuesday on ex¬ 
pectations of tighter US oil 
stocks and Egypt-linked sup¬ 
ply fears. 

Concerns over disruption m 
Middle East supply caused by 
Egyptian turmoil have mean¬ 
while eased after a timetable 
for fresh polls was announced 
Tuesday following last week's 
military coup 

Separately on Wednesday, 
oil exporting call el GPEC pre¬ 
dicted that world crude de¬ 
mand will pick up at a faster 
rate in 2014, but also warned 
of the potential impact of eco¬ 
nomic troubles in Europe, the 
US and China.

MEXICO CITY {AFP) - With 
her hatr tied back, large hoop 
earrings and high heels, Isabel 
Aguilar' stood confidently in

Although not all male man¬ 
achi musicians look down on 
their female peers, several 
women mariachis say they 
have to battle tD earn the re¬ 
spect of their colleagues, who 
accuse the women of evading

Aguilar is one o f the few fe¬ 
male musicians to raise her 
voice against such discrimina¬ 
tion 

"The hardest tiling is tins 
prevailing macho man culture 
m Mexico," declared the mu¬ 
sician, who said she was en¬ 
gaged m a "silent balde" with.
